It is de­ 
nied, however, that Bolshevism has 
entered toto the situation, which 
has arisen there as a result of the 
workers setting up their own gov­ 
ernment, and it is declared the min­ 
ers favor a constitutional form of 
government and desire to establish 
an independent state.

April I, is the date on

these agreements

would 
become effective and by removing 
government control over prices th at 
day, the president paves the way 
for increasing coal prices to absorb 
the average 27 per cent increase 
recommended in the majority report 
The president wrote the operators 
and miners that it was “essential 
to the public welfare that the agree­ 
ments be concluded at the earliest 
date practicable so that the uncer­ 
tainty as to the fuel supply may be 
ended apd that the consumers may 
be able to make contracts for their 
coal supply.** 
The president said he assumed 
that neither party would raise any 
question and that he was sure no 
question could properly be raised, 
as to the binding character of the 
award by the majority commission 
notwithstanding the fact that it was 
unanimous. 
The m ajority report of 
the commission said the 27 per 
cent increase absorbed the 14 per 
cent increase allowed when 
the 
miners returned to Work, and that 
in dollars it would approximate two 
hundred million dollars a year.

That G. W. Ussaery was insane 
at the 
time he killed W hit Hyden 
is the plea of the defense in the 
trial of Ussaery which was begun 
in the district court this morning. 
In the work of selecting a' jury the 
theory of the defense was indicated 
by the question asking each pros­ 
pective juror if he had any preju­ 
dice against the plea of insanity. 
Several jurors admitted such prej­ 
udice and were excused. 
The examination of the jurors in­ 
dicated that the state will make 
no attem pt to secure the death pen­ 
alty. 
None of the jurors was asked 
if he had Any ^prejudice against 
capital punishment. 
It Is evident 
that the state will make its fight 
for a prison sentence only, 
The work of selecting the jury 
did not require as much time as 
had been apprehended. 
Nearly all 
the jurors drawn for the term live 
outside of Ada and had heard very 
little concerning the Ussaery case. 
An unusually large number of the 
jurors are young men. 
The jury 
had been almost completed at the 
noon hour. 
The state is assisted in the pros­ 
ecution of Ussaery by John P. Craw­ 
ford of Ada anad W. M. B. Mitch­ 
ell of Blanchard, the latter being 
a brother-in-law of W hit Hyden, the 
young man Ussaery is charged with 
killing. 
The defendant is repre­ 
sented by Robert Wimbish and R. C. 
Roland.

TOPEKA, Kans., March 23.—The 
greater portion of inheritance taxes 
paid to the state of Kansas under 
the state inheritance tax law comes 
from without the state. 
Records of 
inheritance tax payments 
for 
the 
past 
six 
months—the 
first 
six 
months of the current fiscal year. 
July I 
to 
February 
28—show 
$125,881, of which the payments 
from outside the state aggregated 
$72,000, and from resident inheri­ 
tance tax payers, $53,801. 
The inheritance tax payments are 
growing from year to year, indicat­ 
ing either that estates are much 
larger than heretofore or more of 
those owning large estates are pass­ 
ing away. The inheritance tax pay­ 
ments for the fiscal year of 1919— 
ending June 30, 1919—amounted 
to $248,531, of which non-residents 
paid $170,756, and 
residents 
of 
Kansas paid $77,775. 
The record 
tax paid by heirs of a single estate 
since the inheritance tax law went 
into effect id 1904 was $200,000. 
An inheritance tax payment re­ 
cently was made by two residents 
of Paris, France, Albert and Jules 
Teach. It was for $37.40. 
The fact that non-residents pay a 
larger per cent of the income tax 
does not necessarily mean that it 
is customary for people to grow 
rich in Kansas, only to leave their 
property 
to relatives back in the 
old home state,” said N. A. Tur­ 
ner, deputy state auditor. 
“As a 
rule the heirs living outside the 
state are not direct 
heirs of the 
deceased, and therefore have to pay 
a much 
larger per 
cent of the 
amount of their inheritance to the 
state than do direct heirs.”

Through these station it is hoped 
more will be learned this year about 
the Hessian fly tnan in any year 
since the British General Howe's 
hired Hessians are supposed to have 
brought the pest to Long Island 
during the Revolution. Exhaustive 
investigations are under way on par­ 
asites of the Hessian fly to de­ 
termine what effect the presence 
or absence of any particular para­ 
site has on periodical visitations 
of the fly. The Iasi great outbreak 
came five or six years ago.

. On Saturday, January 17, this week or next, Pontotoc 
County will see its first living demonstration of the freedom of 
the she’s. On that day and date some dozens or hundreds of 
lately enfranchised women will assemble in the city of Ada to 
make public profession of faith in Jeffersonian Democracy and 
elect sundry delegates to a big—Democratic—state convention 
at Oklahoma City. If woman’s suffrage is essentially a fail­ 
ure ( as its enemies have always claimed) there will be about 
a baker’s dozen attendants at the county meet. If equal suf­ 
frage is a success (as its friends have always averred) the hall 
of meeting will contain standing room only. 
If this approaching meeting of the clans was for men oni> 
and it the first convention men had ever been permitted to at­ 
tend, the attendance would be counted by acres. But after all 
the fire and tow of an equal suffrage battle running thru a 
fiery decade of state history no one knows today how many 
women in Pontotoc County really wanted the suffrage privi­ 
lege and are now willing to exercise it. Not very many who 
opposed equal suffrage will display sufficient interest to at­ 
tend a mid-winter political convention. But it would be pass­ 
ing strange if those who have petitioned for suffrage and 
fought for it all these years should fail to show their faith by 
embracing the first opportunity of showing their appreciation 
of the privilege conferred on them by the one-sided electorate 
of Oklahoma. 
We shall see what we shall see. If the weather is bad and 
the roads impassable, a larger attendance than that at the Re­ 
publican County convention of last Thursday should not be ex­ 
pected. But if the weather is reasonably fair and the roads at 
all passable, a large and interested attendance should mark 
the first exclusively women’s political convention ever held in 
Pontotoc County.

At the approaching city election the voters of Ada will be 
called upon to decide whether the monthly salaries of the cit} 
commissioners shall be increased. The present salary of each 
commissioner is $125.00 a month. It is proposed to increase 
the salary of each to $200.00 a month. 
We have studied both sides of this question for some time 
and we are convinced that the increase should be granted 
The salary scale was fixed in the pre-war days when price* 
were about half what they are today. In those days a com­ 
missioner could live on his salary. But these conditions have 
gone and possibly gone forever. It is now altogether impos­ 
sible for a commissioner to live and decently maintain his 
family on the salary he is receiving. 
We believe that the 
increase should be made and that simple justice demands that 
it be made. 
It is true that taxes are burdensome and that government 
is costing a lot of money nowadays.
